Claims 1, 5-7 and 10 stand rejected under 35 U.STC. 102 (b) as(^lege^ being 
anticipated by Tanaka et al. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection and submits that the 
invention embraced by Claims 1-7 and 10 are not anticipated under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) for the 
reasons set forth below. 

The present invention claims a pharmaceutical dosage form that provides for the 
enhanced release of sparingly water-soluble compounds. The claimed invention is a solid 
particulate pharmaceutical dosage form suitable for oral delivery comprising a sparingly water- 
soluble particulate pharmaceutical agent in crystalline particulate form, wherein said particulate
